SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the Selectmen of the town of Plymouth, N. H. 


GENTLEMEN : In obedience to the requirements of the law, I 
submit the following report for the schools of the town the 
past year. The table below exhibits the principal items of in- 
terest connected with the schools in each district. 


Statistical Table. 
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From this it can be seen that the average length of the 
schools has been 133 weeks; a little advance upon last year, but 
by no means what it should be. 

The greatest amount of schooling in any one district for the 
year has been only seventeen weeks, while the least has been 
but eight weeks. The highest wages have been $33 per 
month ; the lowest, $12. In six of the districts they have had 
but one term for the year. In others it would have been more 
profitable if both short terms had been merged into one. I 
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earnestly hope the article in the warrant of the town to take 
action upon school appropriation will not be dismissed without 
careful consideration. We need not be proud of our common 
school system in this State, at least when our schools are so 
sadly neglected, and our school-houses bear the marks of de- 
cay and violence. 


In District No. 1 the school-house has been newly shingled. 
As the work of repairs commenced with the top, it will be 
carried down to the bottom, and leave no trace of what the 
house has been. Then, I hope the district will protest itself 
against the malicious violence of some of its wanton destroy- 
ers of its public property. The teachers were both faithful, 
and succeeded well, considering the material upon which they 
devoted their labors. Those disposed to learn did learn. 


No. 2 has been fortunate in its teachers. They were all 
ladies who understood their duties well. They will seldom _ 
find in one year four better teachers. The house is a pleasant 
one, but the marks of wanton violence it wears testify loudly 
against the character of the school. I wish to call the atten- 
tion of the district to this motto. It should not be lightly 
passed over: ‘“ Your public property ought to be as sacred as 
your private.” Restraint exercised here will exert a whole- 
some influence upon the government of the school. Your 
children are sent forth like wild animals, and are taught that 
respect for authority and property is a matter wholly between 
themslves and the teacher. They should feel it to be between 
themselves and you. The difficulties connected with this 
school do not lie against the competency of the teacher, but in 
the fruits of bad instruction at home. ‘This is true in every 
case, for, where authority has been feared at home, trouble has 
ceased. I would recommend to the district to unite, for the 
summer term, both schools. The number of pupils will only 
make a pleasant school for a single teacher, while the term 
could be very much lengthened. 

No. 8 has been benefitted by its schools as much as any 
district in town. The strong hand of Mr. Davis, or one like it, 
would be like balm of a thousand flowers upon the schools of 
Nos. 2and9. There is no danger yet of too much restraint. 
There should be enough restraint that law could be seen and felt. 

No. 4 had but one term. There was order, obedience, 
study ; everything was well save the house. The teacher is 
much disturbed by the inconveniences of the building. 

No. 5 had two short terms. If these can not be length- 
ened it would be much better to make but one term. Some 
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parents in this district need to learn justice, good breeding, 
_ and the respect that is due a faithful teacher. Miss Crocket, 
though young, was old enough to do right, and did it. 


No. 6 had but one term. Miss Carter won the esteem of 
her pupils, and, by dint of great forbearance and patience, 
triumphed. The grown-up girls in this school could do much 
to lighten the bur ‘den now cast upon a faithful teacher. 


No.7 reports only the pupils who attended school in Bridge- 
water. Miss Smith taught with success in No, 5. 


No. 8. There has been but one term here this year. The 
- best school in town was reported from this district last year. 
It can not.be said this year. The teacher failed, and not the 
pupils. The trouble was general stupidity. 


No. 9. This district has again been unfortunate in_ its 
teacher, though not all the fault of an unprofitable school ‘lies 
at her door. The school has not altogether undeservedly ac- 
quired a bad reputation. <A few evil ‘disposed scholars have 
won this reputation for the school. The committee, knowing , 
the character of the school for which he is to provide, should 
find the right teacher, if possible. Teachers should know the 
peculiar features of a school, when there are such, before they 
are called to meet them. A teacher of character and method, 
we think, could have succeeded. Miss Barron has not the ele-’ 
ments of a successful teacher. I would call attention here, 
also, to the wanton destruction of school property. It is the 
duty of the district to protect itself in this matter. 


No. 12. Here was a profitable school. There was peace, 
order, study, and general improvement. 


I have thus briefly commented upon the several vaheals I 
could have kept my pen blind to faults, thus avoiding criti- 
cisms, but with injustice to the town. From the past we 
should get wisdom for the future. The committee should be 
careful that their teachers present themselves for examination 
long enough before time for the school to commence, so that 
they may get another, if this one fails. In the majority of 
cases they present themselves Saturday afternoon, when the 
school commences on Monday. The action of the committee, 
in this way, is compromised. It will be noticed but one com- 
mittee in town has visited his teacher during the year. There 
are many parents at fault here. They turn out their children 
to be taught by a stranger, and never go to see under what 
circumstances they expect them to be improved. Animals, 
when sent off to be stalled, are looked after. The failure in 
every case could be avoided by the parents knowing for them- 
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selves, and seeing how much their own children tax the 
patience of a faithful teacher. Nothing has a better influence 
upon a school than to be visited often by the parents. Your 
schools will never be what you wish them to be without this. 

Your children suffer from the character of books that are used. 
The changes that have been made in the past have, in the 
minds of many, created a prejudice against any change. 
Books are recommended by your committee, but pupils present 

themselves with their old ones ; the teacher must yield, and thus 

classes are multiplied indefinitely. Your committee has been 
urged by nearly every school teacher in town to change the 

Readers. Such éhange is greatly needed. The old books are 
badly worn to pieces, learned by heart, the interest in them is 
lost. I have been unable to decide upon the best. I would 

call the attention of my successor to this matter, that he may 
begin in season to perfect the exchange during the year. The’ 
Geographies have been multiplying for some years. No 
book has been found hitherto worthy of recommendation. I 

ehave had Warren’s Primary and Common School put into my 

hands by an old and experienced teacher, who has tried and 

proved it, and who has no other object but to unite the schools 
upon a good book. I recommend the introduction of this 
work in place of Colton & Fitch’s, now in use. I commenced 

an exchange of the Arithmetics, working to secure, by an 

arrangement with the publishers, a better book, without any 

expense to any one; a full exchange being made of the new 

book for the old one. ‘The exchange was made in only four of 
the smaller schools. One of the books: has marked excellen- 

cies. The other is by use found, owing to typographical er- 

rors, to be too defective for further introduction. This can be 

easily corrected. Eaton’s are the best books now available. I 

earnestly recommend the uniting of the schools in the use of. 
Kerl’s Grammar, and no other. It will be noticed that in four 

cases expulsion bas been found necessary ; hoping these offend- 

ers will never again give occasion for like discipline, 1 sup- 

press their names. Karnestly wishing the prosperity and peace 

of the town, and the good of ‘the youth therein, I respectfully 

submit this report.
